It  was  the  se 
curing  of  ft  charter  for  the  Bloomfield 
Library  Association,  Laving  for  its  ob¬ 
ject*  the  fouudiug  aod  perpetuatiug  of  a 
Public  Library,  with  all  proper  conven¬ 
iences,  and  furnishing  to  the.'public  such 
other  means  of  improvement  in  science, 
art,  and  general  literuture  at  might  be 
deemed  necessary  and  from  time  to  time 
advisable.  Also  the  erection  of  a  build¬ 
ing  adapted  to  tbo  accomplishment  of 
these  objects,  as  well  as  to  contain  a  hall 
for  public  u-scmblies  and  entertain¬ 
ments,  together  with  other  appropriate 
apartments  designed  to  yield  u  revenue.

However,  available  sub¬ 
scriptions  to  an  amount  deemed  suffi¬ 
cient  to  justify  the  Board  in  proceeding 
existed.  A  free  consideration  of  the 
plan  conditionally  adopted  by  a  pre¬ 
vious  Board  developed  many  objections 
to  its  approval.  Other  plans  were  there¬ 
fore  obtained  and  carefully  considered 
through  a  number  of  meetings,  resulting 
finally  in  the  adoption  of  those  designed 
by  Mr.  Joseph  M.  Dodd  of  Orange. 
These  ylaus  involved  the  construction  of 
two  sections,  at  au  estimated  cost  for 
Section  First  of  $23,000.  Work  on  this 
section  ^was  at  once  commenced,  the 
Corner  Stone  being  laid  arith  appro¬ 
priate  ceremonies  October  24th,  1874. 
Progress  was  continued  as  rapidly  as  was 
practicable,  throughout  the  fall  ef  that 
year.  The  opening  of  the  following 
spring  found  the  Association  in  a  finan¬ 
cial  condition  which  precluded  the  idea 
of  a  rapid  advancement,  and  progress 
toward  completion  was  consequently  de¬ 
layed. 

The  Board  of  1874  and  ’75  qstired  June 
1  of  the  latter  year  with  au  urgent  appeal 
to  all  citizen*  for  aid  aud  uaaistauce.Their 
report  showed  the  total  number  of  sub¬ 
scriber*  to  be  106,  and  the  amount  of 
subscriptions  S25.850,  of  which  amount 
$IG,580J  bad  been  paid.  But  little  was 
accomplished  during  tho  summer  last 
pas\  the  cause  being  a  dearth  of  money. 
Late  in  the  full,  however,  it  was  decided 
to  proceed  with  the  work  and  puah  the 
building  to  completion.  A  loan  was  se¬ 
cured  from  the  Mutual  Benefit  kfe  In. 
auranco  Company  of  Ne>ark,  fora  suffi¬ 
cient  amount  to  nearly  complete  the 
hall,  work  was  promptly  resumed  and 
the  building  brought  to  its  present  state 
of  perfection.

New  Jersey  Legislature. 

A  bill  lias  been  introduced  making  it  a 
misdemeanor  to  disturb,  deface,  oriu  any 
way  injure  any  tombstoue,  monument, 
etc.,  iu  any  private  graveyard  or  burial 
plot,  and  that  owners  of  dogs  or  goats 
trespassing  in  graveyards  shall  be  liable 
for  damages. 

A#emb!ybill  No.  87,  providing- for  a 
more  efficient  way  of  collecting  the  State 
tax  on  railroads,  has  passed  the  House. 

A  bill  has  been  introduced  authorizing 
an  issue  of  township  bonds  in  West 
Orange  to  the  amount  of  $33,000  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  taxes  and  assessments  now  in 
arrears.  The  bonds  mature  in  190G. 

Iu  the  Senate  two  supplementary  bills 
.relative  to  the  five  County  Act  have  been 
introduced  by  Mr  Abbett  ;  one  provid¬ 
ing  thut  in  the  places  under  the  present 
Dive  CouarfAct  the  owuersof  lands  may 
agree  withvne  holders  of  mortgages  not 
to  apply  for  any  deduction  by  reason  of 
any  mortgage  from  tbo  taxable  value  of 
such  lands  embraced  in  such  mortgage. 
Iu  case  auy  mortgagor  shall  breuk  the 
agreement  the  mortgage  shall  become 
payable  immediately. 

The  otlivr  provides  that  hereafter  no 
mortgage  or  debts  secured  thereby  shall 
be  assessed  for  taxation  unless  a  deduc¬ 
tion  therafor  shall  have  been  claimed 
by  the  oiraer  of  the  laud  and  allowed  by 
the  assessors,  aud  second,  thut  hereafter 
such  mortgages  or  debts  secured  thereby 
as  shall  be  subject  to  taxation  by  the  asses¬ 
sor, making  the  deduction  there  of, and  the 
tax  thereon  shall  be  collected  by  the 
collector  of  taxes  in  the  place  where  the 
are  situate.  Provision  is  made  for  the 
collection  in  case  of  delinquency.
